Henry Bennet, created 16 Car. II. lord 
Arlington of Arlington in the county of 
Middleſex, and 24 Car. II. viſcount Thet- 
ford, and cart of Arlington. This gentle- 
man had attended king Charles during his 
exile; and after the reltoration, beſides the 
above honours, was Knight of the Garter, 
one of the privy council, and lord chamber- 
Jain of the houſhold ; the time of his death 
J don't find mentioned. By his lady Iſabella, 
daughter of Lew1s de Naſſau, lord of Bever-

thence called by his name, and built the 
caitle at Shrewſbury ; his death 1s different- 
ly reported, whether he died a monk at 
Shrewſbury or was flain by the Welſh,

Hugh de Montgomery, his ſon, ſucceeded 


him, he purſued his father's ſteps, in reſpect 
to his conteſts with the Welſh, on whom it 
is ſaid that he committed ſome remarkable 


cdruelties, at length met his fate by different 


hands; Magnus, king of Norway, having 
conquered the iſle of Man, and attempting 
to land on Angleſey, was by Hugh repulſed, 
but was ſhot by an arrow from one of the 
enemies ſhips, 12 W. II. no iſſue. 

Robert de Montgomery, his elder brother,

VI. was 
one of the firſt that appeared for queen 
Mary, and for that reaſon, one of the com- 
miſſioners at her coronation, which is all 
that appears concerning him; he was ſuc- 
ceeded by.

lands; was lord lientenant of the counties 
of Devon and Cornwall, and died 21 Jac. I, 

Edward, his only ſurviving ſon ſucceeded, .

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Sir Henry Bourchier, grandſon of John 
the ſecond of that name, earl of Bath, ſuc- 
ceeded to the earldom ; but himſelf and 
ſeven brothers all dying iſſueleſs, the title be- 
came extinct. 

John Granville, conſequent of a previous 
warrant given at Bruſſels, ſecond of April 
1660, was ſoon after the reſtoration of Char. 
the Second by him created earl of Bath, 
viſcount Lanſdowne, and baron of Bidde- 
ford and Kilhamton ; he was the principal 
inſtrument, and ſolely entruſted in the ne- 
gociation between general Monk and the 
king, and had various other honours con- 


_ ferred on him, not to our preſent purpoſe ; 


the time of his death is not aſcertained ; he 
had iſſue five ſons and eleven daughters. 
Charles, his eldeſt ſon and ſucceſſor, was 
early engaged in the imperial ſervice againſt 
the Turks, and for his gallant behaviour 
was created an earl of the Sacred Roman Em- 
pire; as earl of Lanſdowne to be continued 
ad infinitum in the family of the Granvilles ; 
it does not appear when he died ; he left 
iſſue only one ſon, . ö 
William Henry, who dying 1711, at the 
age of nineteen, and unmarried, the title 


became extinct.

'The firſt earl that appears on record was 
Ethelwolf, a noble Saxon, 860; he was very 
active and ſucceſsful againſt the Danes, and in 
the laſt battle 871, loſt bis life ; from which 
time to Swane, ſon of earl Godwin, 1044, 
none appear under this title, who in a pil- 
grimage to, or from Jeruſalem, is ſaid to 
have been ſlain by the Saracens, 105 1. 
Francis Norris, 18 Jac. I. was created 
viſcount Thame, and earl of Berkſhire ; he 


died 28 Jan. 20 Jac. I. :622, left iſſue only 
one daughter, from whom in deſcent is the 
_ preſent earl of Abington.
